SHOULD INCREASE ITS _ 
BORROWING POWER 


By Adoption of Single Tax Edmonton 
Should Be Authorized to Bor- 
row 30 p.c. of Assessmont 

That Edmonton's adoption of the 
single tax should entitle this city to 
borrowing powers of 25 to 30 per cent 
on her net assessment, as compared 
with the 20 which is now the imi 
flxed by law f= all cities, was the op- 
inion expressed by Mayor Armstrong 
in council iast evening. His worship 
stated that the matter had been 
brought before the union of Alberta 
municipalities at the recent meeting, 
and‘had given rise to some discussion. 
Cities which assess both land and im- 
provements, it waa poloted out, must 
necessarily show a much larger 
assessment than cities which adopt the 
single tax, assessing land only, In 
consequence the former are given a 
decided advantage. Mayor Armstrong 
contended that the borrowing powers 
of a single tax city should be at least 
5 to 10 per cent, greater than those of 
cities which still adhere to the anti-
